Russia's immediate goal in to win Gexrmeny. The question of currency reforn 
will be the deciding factor in devolopments of the next few weeks, It is 
ble for the Allied Control Council to reach any agroement on this 


pubject; neither Russia, which desires that tie burden of the reform be 


assumed by large concerns and monayed interests, nor America, which intends 
that the worker be the party to suffer will yield to the other, If the 
Haxeholl Plan is to be effeotive, America will be forced to carry out an 
independent currency roform, which will be interpreted by Commmist propa- 
gemde as anothor step towerd the division of Germany. This will stir 
miionalistic sentiments in all Germans, sven the bourgeois classes, end gain 
large mimbers of supporters for the Voliskongress movement. Kreusinger stated 
bey 4% was necessary to onlist the assistance of leading German thinkers for 
the Volkskongrees movement, since onc grent neme would do mere to win it 
followers then any mumber of committees. He assigned the district leaders the 
task of converting cutetanding intellectuals who reside within their districts. 
fhe meens used in doing this are of no significance; every man hes his price, 


The reason for thie emphasis upon the Volkakongrese lies in the fact that it 

4s to becone the basis of Russian policy in Germany. .The Volkskongress move- 
nent will constitute the only renal perty in the eastern sone, the SED iding 
the fromework. It will probably be called the "Germm Unity Movement (Deutsche 
Einheitebewegung)". From thie unity movement a constitutional convention will 
emerge. This, in turn, will appoint a Garman government, which, as an express- 
4on of the people’s will, is assured of recognition by the ycople’s democracies 
of the sast. Russia will give the government the character of an exile govern- 
ment, rataining the present state governments as ch inistrative units. she 

will ” immediataly withdrew her occupation troops, provided, of course, that 
military exigencies do not make such a move impractical; in any case, the 
character of the occupation will be altered through the conclusion of a peace 
treaty.° The peace treaty will be followed by a series of political end economic 
agreements with the eastern European democracies. Wo difficulties are expected 
from the Germans on the question of the eastern boundary; most will be glad to 
sacrifice the territory now administered by Poland in exchange for independence 
and unity.

Russie, Within a very short time Russia will mke an improssive showing of her 
military might, The question of the atom bomb can be safely ignored; no 
belligerent power would omploy such & weapon for fear of reprisals. England has 
tyo alternstives: either a close alliance with Russia or deadly enmity. As her 
colonies fell away and she becomes dependent upon Ruesia for markets, it seems 
likely that she will choose the former. Shoe will produce and export to 

Burope, the Balkens, North Afrioa, and Asia what Russie prescribes to her, or 
ahs wil starve. 
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
